The  fact  that  we  hao  four  suicides  during  the 

YEAR,  WHICH  IS  EXCESSIVELY  HIGH  FOR  OUR  POPULATION,  PLUS  THE  FACT 
THAT  THE  MENTAL  HEALTH  ACT,  1959  LARGELY  CAME  INTO  OPERATION,  MADE 
ME  DECIDE  TO  WRITE  SOMETHING  ON  MENTAL  HEALTH,  PROMPTED  ALSO  BY  A 
NEWSPAPER  REPORT  OF  A PSYCHIATRIST  WHO  SAID  THAT  ONLY  A SMALL 
PROPORTION  OF  SUICIDE  EVER  SOUGHT  ADVICE  FOR  A MENTAL  DISORDER. 

A LOT  HAS  BEEN  SAID  ABOUT  THE  ACT,  BUT  IT  MUST 
BE  VERY  FEW  PEOPLE  WHO  UNDERSTAND  IT  THOROUGHLY,  SO  MUCH  LEGAL  AND 
MEDICAL  KNOWLEDGE  BEING  NECESSARY  FOR  THE  PURPOSE.  AFTER  THE  ACTS 
I STUDIED  FOR  THE  D.P.H.,  IT  WOULD  APPEAR  THAT  THE  MENTAL  HEALTH 
Act  WOULD  REQUIRE  a COURSE  OF  LECTURES  OF  ABOUT  THE  SAME  DURATION 
FOR  SOMEBODY  WHO  WAS  TO  BE  RESPONSIBLE  TO  ADMINISTER  THE  WHOLE  OF 

the  Act.  It  has  nine  parts  and  eight  schedules  and  besides 

FREQUENT  REFERENCES  FROM  ONE  SECTION  TO  ANOTHER  IT  REFERS  IN  ALL 
TO  EIGHTY-TWO  ACTS  OF  PARLIAMENT  AND  COMPLETELY  REPEALS  FOURTEEN 

of  these  (Eighth  Schedule)  and  there  are  about  two  hundred  repeals 

AND  AMENDMENTS  (SEVENTH  AND  EIGHTH  SCHEDULES)  WHICH  WOULD  SEEM  TO 
MEAN  THAT  MANY  EXPERTS  REFERRING  TO  OLDER  LEGISLATION  ARE  LIABLE 
TO  GET  CAUGHT  OUT  UNLESS  THEY  MADE  THEMSELVES  FAMILIAR  WITH  THIS 
VERY  IMPORTANT  ACT.  At  LEAST  ONE  CAN  SEE  THAT  IT  IS  THE  WORK  OF 
PERSONS  POSSESSING  BOTH  GREAT  KNOWLEDGE  AND  ENERGY. 

TO  WHAT  EXTENT  IS  THE  ACT  THE  RESULT  OF 
PROGRESS  ALREADY  MADE  AND  TO  WHAT  EXTENT  DOES  IT  COMPEL  OR  GUIDE 
WORKERS  ONTO  NEW  TERRAIN?  The  TENDENCY  OF  RECENT  LEGISLATION  HAS 
BEEN  TO  UTILISE  THE  GREAT  RECENT  ADVANCES  IN  PSYCHIATRIC  MEDICINE 
BY  ENCOURAGING  ADMISSION  IN  THE  EARLIER  AND  CURABLE  STAGES.  THE 
RESULT  HAS  BEEN  THAT  INSTEAD  OF  AWAITING  THE  TIME  WHEN  PATIENTS  ARE 
CERTIFIABLE  AND  VERY  MUCH  MORE  DIFFICULT  TO  CURE,  IN  ORDER  TO  AVOID 
THE  STIGMA  OF  ADMISSION,  PATIENTS  HAVE  BEEN  ADMITTED  ON  THEIR  OWN 
INITIATIVE  AND  A MUCH  FREER  AND  EASIER  ATMOSPHERE  IN  PSYCHIATRIC 
WARDS  HAS  REPLACED  THE  OLD  SYSTEM  OF  REGIMENTATION,  AND  THERE  HAS 
E£LN  A REDUCTION  IN  THE  NUMBERS  OF  STAFF  REQUIRED  WHILST  MOST 
PATIENTS  HAVE  A FAIR  MEASURE  OF  FREEDOM  IN  AND  OUTSIDE  THE 
HOSPITAL  GROUNDS. 

Part  J_  repeals  past  legislation,  dissolves 
the  Board  of  Control  and  sets  up  Mental  Health  Review  Tribunals, 
one  to  each  Regional  Board,  defines  and  classifies  the  different 
types  of  mental  trouble  in  kinder  terms  and  replaces  voluntary

IN  DETAIL,  Part  JJ_  THEN  MAKES  SWEEPING  CHANGES  IN  CARE  AND  AFTER 
CARE  GIVING  THAT  TASK  TO  LOCAL  HEALTH  AUTHORITIES  VERY  MUCH  AS 
THOUGH  MENTAL  ILLNESS  WAS  THE  SAME  AS  "ANY  OTHER  ILLNESS1'  FOR  THE

ELDERLY  INSANE,  In  FACT,  HERE  IS  TREMENDOUS  SCOPE  FOR 
ADVANCEMENT  IN  THE  FIELD  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH,  THE  EFFECTS  OF  WHICH 
WILL  MAKE  THEMSELVES  APPARENT  OVER  THE  YEARS  TO  COME.  MUCH  OF 

Part  U_  then  deals  with  children  and  Schedule  of  the  Act  with 

CLASSIFICATION  OF  CHILDREN  FROM  THE  AGE  OF  TWO  REPLACING  SECTION 

57  of  the  Education  Act,  1944.  The  purpose  of  the  rest  of  the

PHYSICAL  SIGNS  SUGGESTING  PHYSICAL  DISEASE  AND  USUALLY  RELATED 
TO  SOME  PARTICULAR  ORGAN  OR  "SYSTEM1'  OF  THE  BODY,  THESE  MAY 
BE  SINGLE  AS  IN  HEADACHE,  DIZZINESS,  BACKACHE,  OR  FORM  THEM- 
SELVES INTO  FAMILIAR  PATTERNS  KNOWN  AS  "SYNDROMES1'.  THESE 

include  Effort  Syndrome,  which  includes  the  old  term  "Soldier's 
Heart"  and  has  many  variations,  various  forms  of  skin  trouble, 
"psychogenic  rheumatism"  the  Low  Back  Syndrome  and  allied  states, 

DISEASES  OF  the  DIGESTIVE  SYSTEM  INCLUDING  NERVOUS  DYSPEPSIA, 
CONSTIPATION  AND  COLITIS,  AND  CERTAIN  FORMS  OF  EYE  TROUBLE. 


The  appointment  of  officers  to  act 

UNDER  THE  FOLLOWING  PROVISIONS  OF 
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The  symptoms  are  very  real  and  distressing  to  the  patient  and  may 
also  be  convincing  of  organic  disease  to  the  medical  profession, 

UNTIL  A PROPER  INVESTIGATION  IS  CARRIED  OUT  AND  IT  ALL  CLEARS  UP 
WITH  PSYCHOTHERAPY.*

Thus  it  is,  that  when  emotion  expresses  itself  in  bodily 
manifestations  as  it  always  does  when  strong,  the  patient's 

MENTAL  CONSTITUTION  PREDISPOSES  HIM  TO  ACCEPT  SUCH  MANIFESTATIONS 
AS  THOSE  OF  BODILY  DISEASE  AND  SO  THOSE  OF  RATIONAL  EXPLANATION 

OF  HIS  FEELINGS." 


By  THE  TIME  THE  PATIENT  HAS  BEEN  TO  HIS 
FAMILY  DOCTOR  OVER  POSSIBLY  A LONG  PERIOD,  THEN  BEEN  THROUGH 
AN  IN-PATIENT  INVESTIGATION  IN  A GENERAL  HOSPITAL  AND  FINALLY 
REFERRED  TO  A PSYCHIATRIST,  THE  PATIENT'S  CONDITION  MAY  HAVE 
DETERIORATED  INTO  A CHRONIC  STATE,  AND  BE  CORRESPONDINGLY 
DIFFICULT  TO  CURE  COMPLETELY.

SLIDES  ON  YEAR  AFTER  YEAR,  AND  ONLY  TOO  LIKELY  BECOMES  EVENTUALLY 
A WRECK  AT  THE  HANDS  OF  THE  PROFESSION  WHICH  SHOULD  HAVE  SAVED  HIM." 

The  prevention  and  treatment  of  psychosomatic 

DISEASES,  WHICH  WILL  COME  UNDER  "MENTAL  D8S0RDER"  AS  DEFINED  IN 

Part  J_  (Section  4)  of  the  Act,  besides  coming  under  the  care  of  the 

GENERAL  PRACTITIONER,  THE  HOSPITAL  SPECIALIST  AND  THE  PSYCHIATRIST, 

MAY  PERHAPS  BE  TACKLED  ALSO  BY  THE  LOCAL  HEALTH  AUTHORITY  STAFF  AND 
MAY  BE  A GOOD  REASON  TO  PRESS  ON  FOR  BETTER  HEALTH  CENTRES  OR  POLY- 
CLINICS OR  SOMETHING  LIKE  THEM,  FAIRLY  AND  EVENLY  PLACED  IN  THE 
COMMUNITY.  ThERE,THE  EARLIER  RECOGNITION  OF  PSYCHOSOMATIC  DISORDERS,
